the. tempests of the furious ocean, the con- 
tinual watches, during which he more than 
once risked losing his sight? 

“To that add the combats sustained 
against the barbarians, the infidelities of his 
friends, of his companions, the villainous con- 
spiracies, the perfidiousness of the envious, 
the calumnies of the traducers, the chains 
with which, after all, though innocent, he was 
loaded. It was inevitable that a man over- 
whelmed with a burden of trials so great and 
so intense would have succuinbed had he not 
sustained himself by the conscjousness of ful- 
filling a very noble enterprise which he con- 
jectured would be glorious for the Christian 
name and salutary for an infinite multitude. 

“And the enterprise so carried out is au- 
mirably illustrated by the events of that time. 
In ‘effect, Columbus discovered America. at 
about the period when a great tempest was 
going to unchain itself against the church, 
Inasmuch as it is permitted by the course of 
events to appreciate the ways of Divine Provi- 
dence, it really seems that the man for whom

“To call the Indian race to Christianity 
this was without doubt the mission and the 
work of the church in this mission. From 
the beginning she continued to fulfill it with 
an uninterrupted course of charity, and she 
still continues it, having advanced herself re- 
cently so far as the extremities of Patagonia. 

Matured the Plan in a Convent. 


“Thus, when compelled by the Portuguese, 
by the Genoese, to leave without having ob- 
tained any result, he went to Spain. He ma- 
tured the grand plan of the projected discovy- 
ery in the midst of the walls of a convent, 
with the knowledge of and with the advice of 
a Monk of the order of St. Francis d' Assisi 
after seven years had revolved. When at last 
he goes to dare the ocean he takes care that 
the expedition shall comply with the acts of 
spiritual expiation; he prays to the Queen of 
Heaven to assist the enterprise and to direct 
its course, and before giving the order to 
make sail he invokes the August Divine Trin- 
ity. Then, once fairly at sea, while the 
waters agitate themselves, while the crew 
murmurs, he maintains under God’s care a 
calm constancy of mind. 

“His plan manifests itself in the very 
names which he imposes on the new islands, 
and each time that he is called upon to land 
upon one of them he worships the Almighty 
God and only takes possession of it in the 
name of Jesus Christ. At whatever coast he 
approaches he has nothing more as his first 
idea than the planting ou the shore of the sa- 
cred sign of the cross, and the divine name of 
‘the Redeeiner, which he had sung so fre- 
quently on the open sea to the sound of the 
murmuring waves, he is the first to make it 
reverberate inthe new islands in the same 
way. When he institutes the Spanish colony 
he causes it to be commenced by the con- 
struction of a temple, where he first provides 
that the popular fetes shall be celebrated by 
august ceremonies. 

Here Is What He 11 

„Here, then, is what Columbus aimed at 
and what he accomplished when he went in 
search, over 8o great an expanse of sea and of 
land, of regions up to that time unexplored 
and uncultivated, but whose civilization, re- 
nown and riches were to rapidly attain that 
immense development which we see today. 

In all this, the magnitude of the event. the 
efficacy and the variety of the benefits which 
have resulted from it, tend assuredly to cele- 
brate he who was the author of it, by a grate- | 
ful remembrance and by all sorts of testi 
monials of honor; but, in the first place, we 
must recognize and venerate particularly the 
divine project to which the discoverer of the 
New World was subservient. and which he 
knowingly obeyed.

It was not until after great difficulty that the 
Captain secured enough to take himself and 
crew to Pernambuco, where they took pas 
sage for New York on the United States and 
Brazil mail steamship . which ar- 
rived here today. 

The Nehemiah Gibson was an American 
ship, and was under an American commander 
and manned by an American crew. _ 

Capt. Risley gave a graphic descrimtion of 
his experiences. The bark was on its way 
from Pensacola, Fla., to Rio Janeiro, with a 
cargo of lumber. The Captain, after leaving 
Pensacola, laid his course to the eastward to 
catch the trade winds. — 

When ‘ha changed to the southward after 
passing the Rocas his chronometer played him 
false, and, instead of running down the east- 
ward of Brazil, as he intended, his vessel 
struck on the sharp reef of Conceicao on the 
evening of June 28. The tough oak planking 
of the bark was speedily perforated with 
holes and it filled rapidly. All night the crew 
remained on board while thesea made a clean 
breach over it. 

Just before morning the wind fell and the 
sea abated somewhat.

They left nothing that 
they could carry away. They first removed 
everything movable from the decks to the big 
sea Canoes. 

Then, while some of them stripped the bark 
of its sails and ail of the rigging they could

The wind kept in- 
creasing, and at 5 p. m. the boats were taking 
in water as fast as the men could bail them out. 


Rescued by a Norwegian Ship. 

Off shore, for the coast had been kept in 
sight, the Norwegian bark Louis was seen at 
anchor on the ballast grounds, nearly out of 
sight of Marita Conception. The boats ran 
alongside of the Louis and the mate, in the 
absence of the Captain, kindly received the 
shipwrecked crew. 

Capt. Risley was told that there was an 
American Consul at Maria Conception. The 
night was spent comfortably on the Louis and 


continued their trip. 

A barkentine was sighted at 4p. m. and 
the boats ran alongside of it. Its mate vol- 
unteered the information that the Town of 
Pavoacao was on the west bank of the River | 
Mossoro, which emptied into the sea nearly 
opposite the point where the barkentine was 
lying. and that a representative of Messrs. 


Gibson at Philadelphia, was there. 

When the shipwrecked men reached the lit- 
tle port, however, customs officials seized | 
their boats and effects and the police mie 
them prisoners. In spite of their protests 
and explanations the Captain and his men 
were kept under guard on board their own 
boats until the next morning, when they were 
liberated. , 

Capt. Risley was disappointed in not find- 
ing the representative of his agents, but he 
sueceeded in sending a telegram to the Amer- 
ican Consul at Pernambuco. The Consul | 
cabled to Abe Stern & Co. to furnish the crew 
with money to keep them until a steamer 
could take them to Pernambuco, and also to pay 
their passage to that port. This was done, and 
after a detention of twelve days in Pavoacao, 

Capt. Risley and the crew left for Pernam- 
buco. During the twelve days, the Captain 
says, he frequently asked permission to sell 


The boats were 
left there. 

The Nehemiah Gibson was built in East Bos- 
ton, Mass., by Smith & Townsend in 1868, It 
was of oak and yellow pine with iron ana cop- 
per fastenings and of 704 tons register.

the shadow of Mars. News of this work 
will be received with the greatest astonish- 
ment at all those observatories which 
telescopes large and powerful enough to show 
moons, for at most of them it has only been 
possible to glimpse tiny bodies by the most 
persistent efforts, and astronomers are loath to 
believe that the Lick telescope enables these 
minute specks of light to be steadily followed 
right up to limb of the planet. 

The director of the observatory states that 
the satellites are seen to disappear in eclipse 
upon reaching the line of shadow with almost 
the same instantaneous effect 
when the dark limb of the moon passes over a 
bright star in the sky. Within the space of 
only two-tenths of a second the whole body of 
the moon is seen to be immersed 1n the shadow 
cast out into space by the globe of Mars. 

It is almost impossible to convey a proper 
idea of the insignificant size of these little 
satellites or the extraordinarily small scale 


upon which their orbits are drawn. 
The inner satellite is probably about 
eight miles in diameter, the outer 


less than 4,000 miles from the surface of the 
planet and the other about three times that 
distauce. They revolve so rapidly about the 
planet that the inner one appears to move 
through the sky from west to east and conse- 
quently rises in the west. 

It completes one revolution in less than 
eight hours, so that it seems to be new 
three times a day.

INDIANA LAW ON POOL-SELLING, 


It Is Declared a Misdemeanor and a $500 
Fine Is Provided. 

The Indiana law on thesubject of pool-selling 

at races, Sec. 2,084, Revised Statutes, says: 


Any person who shall keep any room or build 
or occupy any place or public or private groun 
within the State with apparatus, books, or other 
devices for the purpose of recording or registering 
bets or wagers or of selling pools; or any person 
who shall record or register bets or wagers or sell 
pools upon the result of a contest of skill. speed, 
or power of endurance of man or beast; or shall 
be the owner, lessee, or occupant of any building, 
room, on grounds used for such purposes; or shall 
keep, exhibit, or employ any devices for such 
purposes; or shall me custodian of an 
money, property, or stake wagered or lodged 
upon such results, shall be deemed 2 ofa 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
not more than $00 nor less than , or imprisoned 
not more than six months nor less than ten 

ays. 

The Indiana statutes do not define pool- 
selling and the Legislature has never dealt with 
it explicitiy. It has not until recently be- 
come a question of publie interest. The police 
of Indianapolis have recently made several 
efforts to close pool rooms where pools were 
sold on races reported by telegraph in other 
cities. The defense was that the money was

After several days’ unremitting effort the tug

” Wrecking operations were resumed at day- 

break yesterday morning. The diver was at 

once sent down to the wreck, and brought up 

with him the body of Oscar Page, the cook, 

who was carried down by the tug. Page had 

deen awakened by the shock and had made an 

 . effort to escape froin the cabin in the hold, 

where he was imprisoned by the inrush ot wa- 

ters. This was apparent, because his body 

was found nearly under the stairway leading 

to the deck, one hand grasping a rail. The 

body was frightfully cramped, and it was ail 

the diver could do to * ＋ it through the nar- 

row companionway. It was immediately sent 

to the city and taken to Wright’s morgue, 
where the inquest will be held today. 

I The diver endeavored to find the body of 
William Kopfer, the linesman, who was also 
imprisoned in the tug’s cabin.

Getting Ready to Start. 

"Chains were placed around the stern of the 
boat by the diver, just inside of the rudder- 
stock. They were then run to the piledriver 
above and attached to the machinery which 
works inside the standard for lifting the ham- 
mer. Another chain was placed around the 
iron post in the bow of the tug used for tow- 
ing. The plan was to lift the stern of the Chi- 
ago by the pile-driver and then with a half 
dozen tugs 1 her bow along the bottom. 

The norther washed the sand from under 
the sunken boat and she lay in a pocket, with 
her rail on one side imbedded in the sand. 

! As soon as the heavy strain of five tugs came 

upon the towing post it gave away, and new 
ham, who personally superintending the 
work, decided that it would be better to drag 
the tug stern first than to plow her bow along 
the bottom for several miles. The pile- 
driver made au extra effort, and the sunken 

boat came up bodily. a 

There she is, I can feel ber, said Capt. 
Johnson, as he poked a rod into the water be- 
low the pile-driver,. She is within ten feet 
of the surface.”’ 3 

The two tugs on each side united in a heroic 
endeavor to keep pile-driver headed 
right, while the three powerful tugs 
violated all the smoke ordinances as they 
pulled away. A linesman held the lead line 
over the side to see if the procession moved. 
For full five mimutes the tugs puffed and 
sno Then the linesman exclaimed: ** She 
moves. The next instant the men on the 
pile-driver were waving their hands frantic- 
ally to sto The sunken tug was dancing a 
jig on ao bolton of the lake and they feared 
their boat would de upset. Then a stop was 
called and a general survey of the situation 
made. 

Start up again, said Capt. Dunham. 

Once more the procession moved. This 
time there was no further trouble, the crew of 
the pile-driver becoming accustomed to the 

iar movement of the Chicago over the 
widers and rocks below. ‘ 

After going out into the lake a few hundred 
feet in order to reach deeper water, the boats 
were headed toward the four-mile crib, They 
came along at the rate of a mile or two an 
hour, the tugs being frequently slowed down 
when it was found that they were going too 
fast for the pile-driver and its queer load. 

Narrow Escape for Twelve Men. 

After the sunken tug had been towed 1.000 
feet or more with a pile driver holding it up 
she struck an unusually large bowlder or 
edge of a reef, and as it dropped 

down on the other side of it it seemed 
for an instant as if it would take 
the pile-driver with her. The men on the pile- 
driver became so frightened, and the fear 
was shared by the crews of the tug along- 
side, thatthis mode of conveyance for sunken 
tugs’ had to be given up and some other 
ambulance brought into use. It had been in 
fact a most narrow escape for the dozen inen 
on the pile-driver, as two or three inches more 
ve sent it to the bottom of the lake 

on top.of the Chicago, 

Although it was now dark the diver was 

sent down and ri up chains and lines, 
ich were run directly to the tugs, which 
were to hold the Chicago by main force. 
This plan worked well for a time sev- 
eral hundred more feet were covered. 
Once.in a while a streak of mud would be 
found on the bottom of the lake and then 
four or five miles an hour would be made. 
Just as cverything seemed all right the Chi- 
' e€ago would strike a bowlder or a reef, and 
then the t six-inch hawser would snap as 
if it had been common twine. This necessi- 
tated sending the diver down again to attach 
new hawsers. ; 
Once more the procession started, and again 
as the sunken tug was brought up by 
the rocks the hawsers for Boe: third or 
snapped. The supply of hawsers was getting 
rather limited. It was after 10 o’clock when 
the last hawser on the fleet of tugs 
‘was attached to the Chicago. The start was 
made slowly, and everything seemed to be 
woll for some 200 or 300 feet. Without warn- 
ing the last line parted, and its ends shot over 
the tugs like cannon-balls. 3 
Then the diver endeavored to arrange chains, 
as Capt. Dunham was determined to get the 
tug into shallow water if possible before 
morning. This took up along time, and in 
the end the diver was compelled to give up 
the task. It was then 1 o’clock and the 
wreckers had been at work without rest and 
with hardly time to eat for twenty-one hours. 
It was determined to give up the work of res- 
cue until daybreak this morning. One of the 
tugs came in to the city to get a new supply 
of provisions, while the rest remained on the

A train on the Calumet Electric railway 
broke in two at Nmety-fourth street and 
Stony Island ayenue. Tha rear car was 
thrown into a ditch and eleven passengers 
were injured.

| The train consisted of a motor car and trail 
er in charge of A. Nickerson and Conductor 
George Brown. It left South Chicago at 4 
o’clock bound for Seventy-first street. Few 
passengers were on board when the start was 
made, but by the time Ninety-fourth street 
was reached the motor was crowded and thirty 
persons were in the trailer. The train had lost 


time and Nickerson turned on a full current. 


The usual rate of speed was increased, it is 
said, although some claim that when the acci- 
dent occurred the train was going only twelve 
miles an hour. For nearly a mile on Ninety- 
fourth street, before the curve at Stony Island 
avenue is reached, is a straight stretch of 
track, and as the train glided along, west- 
ward bound, it seemed to be under perfect 
control. 
At Stony Island avenue the track makes a 
curve, the course being changed toward the 
northwest. Parallel with and on the west side 
of Stony Island avenue at that point is a ditch 
tive feet deep, over which is a wooden bridge. 
It is over this that the road crosses in order to 
get a straight line to Seventy-first street. The 

ridge stands two feet above the banks of the 
@itch, at the bottom of which was three feet 
of water. | 

The Coupling Broke. 

As the train approached the curve, so some 
of the passengers say, the speed was not 
a violent jerk the trailer 
swept around. There was a sharp, quick 
sound that was heard by ali on board. 
The coupling pin joini the two cars had 
snapped, and the trailer left the track. The 
motor car had by this time, rouaded the 
curve, and it shot ahead on the straight track 
200 feet before it could be stopped. The 
trailer, parted from the other car before it 


had passed the curve, bounded along for a few 


feet, suddenly left the track, and piunged into 
ditch. . 


Many of the passengers saved themselves 
from injury and a drenching by jumping. The 
trailer was an open car, and well provided 
with exits. 
Many women were on board, and three 
fainted. Men seized children from their 
mothers’ arms, and, jumping, saved them 
from injury. When the car reached the bot- 
tom of the ditch, it careened to its side, and, 
with a splash, settled down in the mud. 
The motor had in the meantime been 
stopped and the conductor, with all the men 
on board, hastened back to render such as- 
sistance as they could. Some passengers were 
bruised about the head and shoulders, others 
about the arms, and many received minor 
cuts and scratches. eleven whose names 
are given were all that were left on the car as 
it struck the bottom of the ditch. 
All of the injured were able to extricate 
thernselves from the car, and as they waded 
out and climbed up the banks of the ditch 
they were a bedraggled looking group. 
George E. Tingsland of No. 3933 Drexel 
boulevard was the most seriously injured. He 
received a bad contusion of his left shoulder 
and his right leg was so injured that he walked 
with difficulty. ‘The train did not slow up.“ 
he said last night, before the curve was 
reached. Wewere going about twelve miles 
an hour, I should think, and nothing could 
oti saved the trailer after the coupling 
roke,’

KAISER WILHELM, THE RESTLESS, 


His Craving for Notoriety—Hi« Inconsist- 
encies and Perpetual Fidget. 

In the Contemporary Review for April an 
anonymous writer dipped his pen in gall in 
order to depict the German Emperor, whom 
he describes as a born actor, eaten up with 
egotism and consumed with vanity. 

The writer, however, says that the story of 
* heartless conduct to his mother 1s ground- 

ess: ‘ 

The Emperor is unconsciously in pro- 
found awe—yes, of jealousy—for his mother: 
and if she would. only frankly acknowledge 
the heaven-sent Evangelist—the Great Man — 
in her son ‘ Willie’ there is nothing she. could 
not do with him. But his mother is a proud 
and obstinate woman.”’ 

The writer has a kind word for Prince Bis- 
marck. He déclares that the back of Ger- 
many’s character and intellect is ominously 
up, and that the Germans are heartily sick of 
the phrasiness of their ruler, A very charac- 
teristic extract from Carlyle, written fifty 
years ago, is pressed into the service of de- 
scribing the young Emperor: | 

** Examine the man who lives in misery be- 
cause he does not shine above other men who 
goes about producing himself, prurrentiy 
anxious about his gifts and claims; beg- 
ging everybody for God's sake to ac- 


knowledge hima great man, and set him over 


the heads of men! Such a creature is among 
the wretchedest sights seen under the sun. A 
great man! A poor, prurient, empty man; 


titter for the ward of a hospital than for a 


throne among men. I advise you to keep out 
of his way. e cannot walk on quiet paths; 
unless you will look at him, wonder at him, 
write paragraphs about him, he cannot 
live. It is the emptiness of the man, not his 
greatness, . 

William’s restlessness, his love of noisy no- 
tonety, his craving to have constant para- 
graphs written about him in the newspapers 
are very unworthy of a inan who stands in his 
position, nor do his subje pay much regard 
to his sermons on econdémy, which contrast 
very strongly with his personal habits. 

For, on the other hand, they hear of ex- 
travagant pounce for building an imperial 
palace in Frankfort-on-the-Main (since aban- 
doned), of expensive pleasure steamers kept 
up, of sailing yachts, of four million marks 
thrown out for a special train of carriages 
picked out in white and gold, and lastiy of a 
brand-new cathedral to enshrine the tombs of 
the Hohenzollerns, and to cost the trifle of ten 
million marks.“ 


The Emperor has not read a book for years, 


and all his time is taken up with trotting 
round and quickly grasping the outward as- 
pect of many thi e has made after- 
dinner speeches which arouse resentment and 
contempt. He has made mischief with his 


dilettanteism in every department of the 


State. He is perpetually posing as an 
earthly providence. His nervous irritabil- 
ity is in danger of degenerating into 
recklessness, and Germans hear with alarm 
of his proposed journeys to Copenhagen and 
Roumania. He has no eye for the true pro- 
portion of things, and he is continually irri- 
tating those whom he would do well to con- 
ciliate. Altogether, the writer would have us 
believe that, instead of being a heaven-sent 
ruler, a Napoleon of „ Wilhe ”’ the Ger- 
man is a mere theatricality, a hollow fraud, 
without either heart or head—bitten by a tar- 
antula of recklessness which leaves him no 
time for sober thought, and may easily pre- 
cipitate him into the abyss. |

Mr, Van Ornum, at the People’s Debating 
Society, Harangues Against It, Says It Is 
the Death-Knell of Liberty and That in 
Law There Are No Rights of Property 
—Men Whose Money Bears Interest De- 


claréd to Be Slave-Owners—Thinks the | 


People’s Party a Panacea. 
W. H. Van Ornum delivered the first of a 


‘series of four lectures on “The Evolution of 


Liberty“ before the People’s Debating club, 


No. 116 Fifth avenue, last night. Among the 


have 


100 people present were several detectives 
from the Central Detail, who listened atten- 
tively to what was said. Mr. Van Ornum at 
great length gave what he called a review of 
the world’s struggle for liberty, and closed by 
declaring that-he believed the People's par- 
ty the only one which would result 
in destroying the present law and giving the 
people what they have so Jong been striv- 
ing for—hberty. Mr. Van Ornum isa candi- 
date for Congress on the People’s ticket from 
the Fourth District. Several of the auditors, 


however, did not coincide with the speaker’s. 


views. 

Among other things Mr. Van Ornum said: 

All restrictions upon liberty may be said 
to arise from one primary source and that is 
our ignorance. In their practical workings, 
so far as they affect human action, they come 
from an entirely different and secondary 
source—from the will of some men forced 
upon other men—which we call authority. 


In the absence of ignorance we would not 


know authority. Restrictions put upon men 
by religion resolve themselves ultimately into 
authority. There is no difference between 
chattel slavery and other authority. In its 
earliest history men rebelled against religious 
authority. The authority of chattel slavery 
has been replaced by a multitude of slaveries. 
Authority Upheld by Force. 

„All authority is ee by force. Itis 
force executes the law. It has been the 
starting point of every form of slavery. 
When you give rights to property all who 
N have rights, those who 

o most property have the most rights. 
There is no such thing as rights of property in 
natural law. a * 
The man who buys stock in a corporation 
and sets down.and draws the interest earned 
by his fellowman isa slave owner. There is 
no difference between him and the man who 
buys State, government, or municipal bonds. 
Did any of you ever sign such a bond and 


have 


bind yourselves to pay a share of this vast in- 


debtedness saddied upon us by our forefathers? 
And yet the law recognizes the fact that no 
man cau sign away the rights of another. If 
I sign a note I cannot compel you to pay it. 
No man has a right to saddle adebt upon his 
children. The bonded public indebtedness of 
the world by right of ,ustice is not worth the 
paper it’s written upon. 

speaker thought that the rich will find 
another cluss to deal with in the 
future than the lebeians of the 
Roman Empire. war between 
the North and South did not involve a 
great principle but the rivalry of authority. 

e said the slavery of 4,000,000 of biacks has 
been transferred to the industrial slavery of 
40,000,000 whites and blacks.

BALE THE STABLE MANURE. 
A hundred thousand horses in this city make 
800 tons of manure daily, including the inter- 
mingled straw, and this without counting the 


thousands and tens of thousands of animals 


at the Stock Yards. The greater part of this 
fertilizing material is allowed to accumulate 
in alleys during the hot season, the winter 
months being the only ones in which farmers 
near the city care to haul it away other than 
in dribiets. Some is removed by the rail- 
roads in the spring and fall as well as the win- 
ter. The heated term, which is just part 
of the year when the material is most objec- 
tionable to.the nostrils and most detrimental 
to human health, is the period of alley accu- 
mulation, the result being a filthy condition 
that needs not to be described ‘in order to 
have the magnitude of the evil faintly under- 
stood. | 

The people of Brooklyn have solved the 
problem for themselves; and we ought to ac- 
cept the solution as applicable to our own sit- 
uation. The treatment is to press and bale 
the stuff. It is thrown into a box and pressed 
hard, which stops fermentation and bad odors. 
The stick and wires from the bundles of hay 


and straw used in the stables are employed to 


keep the refuse in shape after compression. 
When these are used it is found that the cost 
and time in large stables is not more than 


that required fer carting to the manure pile. 


There is no great addition to that cost in the 
case of smaller establishments. But the gain 
is wonderful. 


are easily handled without offense to persons 
in the neighborhood. They are carted off and 
find their way by rail to farms on Long _ Isl- 
and and vicinity, and there do good by aiding 
to recuperate the partially exhausted soil. 

This disposition pf the material is far pref- 
erable to cremation, that. process being costly 
on account of contained water, besides being 
wasteful in destroying a valuable fertilizer. 
It is infinitely better than the practice of 
dumping the stable refuse into heavs ‘round 
the city where it willdo no good and much 
harm, and cannot be compared with that of 
spreading out the stuff. upon the surfaces of 
the alleys, there to rot and fester. engender- 
ing foul smells and breeding disease. An ad- 
ditional ad vantage may be claimed for 
the process that if at any time there 
should be more of ‘he material than 
wanted by faruibre the overplus could 
be fed into the furnaces of large 
steam-making plants, and there used as so 
much fue]. It burns well after having been 
deprived of superfluous moisture, and can be 
consumed without the production of smoke if 
the best form of furnace be used. If the sani- 
tary officers did their duty in reporting aill 
barns from which, the manure is not properly 
removed the ownets or renters of those places 
would soon see their way clear to adopt the 
Brooklyn plan. As those officers have proven 
their incompetency for this and other duties 
they should be disbanded, and give the police 
what they can do towards 
earning their salaries.

Should the Republican Lutherans give the 
Legislature this fall tothe free trade Demo- 
crats, it will be impossible for them to re- 
cover it back to the Republicans at the next 
election.

Not only that, but 
it is denied that there ARE any principles or laws 
of social growth of which we can have any know!l- 
edge. Is this not the inference from state- 
ment of THE TRIBUNE quoted above? 

There are principles and laws (universal as far 
as we know) in astronomy, in goology, in 1 
in all sciences but in that which most concerns 
man sociology. Is it reasonable? Throughout 
all nature certain laws—orders of action are dis- 
cerned, aceording to which all action in nature is 
carried on—an order! y sequence from cause to 
effect.

San Francisco Chronicle: “‘We are very 
much encouraged," said Wisner G. Scott su- 
perintendent of the California State mining 
exhibit, yesterday, by the inte already 
manifested in our efforts to get up a eredita- 
ble display of mining machiuery and mining 


products at the California State Agricultural , 


Society’s Fair in Sacramento, It is intended 
that this exhibit shall be the nucleus 
of a still larger one for the 
World’s Fair at Chicago. Some of the 
manufacturers were inviined to be lukewarm 
and to hang back because the mining business 
was dragging, while in Colorado and Montana 
it was forging ahead. This was due to the 
enforced suspension of hydraulic mining, and 
the failure of silver legislation. There is, 
however, a strong tendency toward a revival 
of the gold mining industry. and this ten- 
dency the State Agricultural Society is deter- 
mied to foster to the full extent of its 
power. Thatis the motive for the minmg 
exhibit. It is, of course, necessary to 
obtain the codperation of all California 
mining machinery men in order to make the 
exhibit ‘a thorough success worthy of the State 
and of this most importantiodustry. Already 
arrangements have been made to have com- 
plete machinery working there, including a 
tine stamp mill and a -centrifugal mill to be 
run by electric machinery, a mudel wire rope 
tramway, and many other features. There 
will be rock-drilling contesta, both single 
and double hand, for which trophies will 
be given. These have proved a great suc. 
cess both in Colorado and Montana, and the 
most expert miners in California are ex 

to compete. There will also be a historical 
exhibit of the re used at dif- 
ferent epochs in the history of the industry 


from the very rudest hand-made implement 


used in the earliest days to the latest improved 
and most complete machines now manufact- 
ured. The miners have promised the fuliest 
codperation, and say that if the manufactur- 
ers will only do their share the exhibition will 
give an impetus to the industry that will re- 
vive the spirits of both miners and machinery 


men. «

The Frolic won the first race in 4 hours and 
25 seconds, beating the Ina by 3 minutes and 
43 seconds only. It was as game and skillful 
a race as ever witnessed, as indicated by the 
length of the course and close finish, and when 
the Froliq.crossed the line as victor there was 
immense enthusiasm and blowing of whistles 
and ringing of bells. The second race of the

blood and endless dispute arose. The Ina 
came in ahead, but as it 
the stipulations and understandings of the 
contest the race was given to the Frolic. The 
Ina having gone around the stake boat on its 
port instead of the starboard side as dgreed 
upon, the referee gave judgment against it, 
and it was the opinion of good judges who 
witnessed the finish that if the boat had kept 
the assigned course it would have been beaten 
anyway. But bad feeling and bitter criticism 
flowed through the press of this count 
Canada and elsewhere for a long time after. 
But time softened the acerbity of feeling, 
and Canada being desirous of getting satis- 
faction, another international race was agreed 
upon for 1883. There were two classes of con- 
tests at this meeting between schooners and 
between sloops and cutters. The first race was 
sailed Aug. 4 for the Chicago club cup, a 
magnificent trophy worth $500, and was won 
by the schooner Idler from its competitor, the 
Oriole of tie Royal Canadian Yacht club.

The first 
class includes sloops of forty feet and over; 
the second from twenty-two to thirty-five feet,

The boats make an attractive sight, and the 
ever shifting canvas scene, as Are pe bear 
away from the shore, is watched with interest 
by old and young, by men and women. 

But the snug little cove at the park, al- 
though the only available place to them, is far 


from satisfactory on account of the entrance 


to it. The inlet is narrow, only tifty feet 
wide, and with a stiff breeze trom the east or 
northeast itis always dangerous and some- 
times impossible to make the inside harbor. 
The club has made a suggestion to the Park 
Commissioners which they think ought to be 
adopted. It is that the Commissioners build a 
pier north of the opening of the inlet and ex- 
tending 200 or more feet into the lake. Sec- 
retary Andrews of the yacht club embodied 
his idea of the improvement in a sketch hastily 
outlined as below:

Spanning the inlet and connecting the water 
Walls of the driveway a drawbridge should be 
placed. The yachts would rarely require it to 
be opened except to leive and return to 
anchorage, for the pier would offer them pro- 
tection enough at other times, even during 
rough weather. Yachtsmen of Chicago say 
that if the city willdo nothing for its sailing 
clubs the Lincoln Park Commissioners would 
perpetually honor. themselves, add to the at- 
tractions of the park, and confer a boon not 
only on the present but on all future devo- 
tees of the noble pastime of yachting by 
making this improvement.

He is also one of the 
prominent men in English polities. He is on 
his way to Salt Lake City, Denver, and San 
Francisco, in all of which cities he has large 
real estate and other interests. He is Presi- 
dent of the Western Investment company of 
San Francisco. oot 
„We Englishmen,” he said, are watch- 
ing with the greatest concern the result of the 
debate in Congress on the Worid's Fair appro- 
priation. Some men will tell you that the 
McKinley Tariff bill will have the tendency to 
keep away exhibiters from our shores.

I should be 
glad, if the Grand Old Man, with whom, by 
the way I do not agree on the Irish question 
could be induced to come also. would 
charm your people here, and I have not the 
slightest doubt he would be charmed in re- 
turn. He has deep regard for America. One 
of the prominent pictures in his study at 
Hawarden Castle is a portrait of George Wash- 
ington.

Thig, 
however, can be avoided by the passing of a 
small bill abolishing the old penal act. For 
the rest Labouchere will have a place in the 
government. Altogether the next couple of 
years will be lively, but things settle them- 
selves in England quietly by the development 
of precedent as Lord Tennyson puts it. So 
come what may we have no fears.’ 


James B. Brady, general sales agent of the 
Fox Solid Pressed‘: Steel company of New 
York, arrived, in the city yesterday and is 
stopping at the Victoria.

What Made Hard Times in Kansas. 
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(NEW YORK TRIBUNE CABLE.) 

London, July 30.—Mr. Gladstone has re- 
turned to town, taking up his residenve, as he 
did last session, in the house of his son’s 
father-in-law, conveniently situated in Carl- 
ton Gardens. Hatfield house and Downing 
street now hold a secondary place in public 
interest. The offices still lodge, with them, 
but power reigns in Mr. Gladstone’s room, 
which, by an odd chance, immediately faces 
Mr. Arthur Balfour’s house on the other side 
of the road. ) 

The Conservatives have convinced them- 
selves that at his age it would be suicidal 
for Mr. Gladstone to undertake the labor 
of leading. the House of Commons 
with the superadded task of piloting 
the Home Rule bill, In their concern for his 
welfare they suggest that heshould accept a 
peerage, leaving the drudgery of ministerial 
work to Sir William Harcourt. Failing that, 
he is plainly threatened with sudden death at 
his post; or, Worse still, a break down of his 
mental faculties. 

Mr. Gladstone takes no public notice of 
these daily lucubrations, but in private he 
smiles genially at them, and goes forward 
with his work. He is,in fact, in bounding 
health, having suffered nothing from his 
herculean efforts in Midlothian. He possesses 
to this day, in a remarkable degree, the fac- 
ulty of swift recuperation. The week he 
stayed in Braemer, after the Midlothian elec- 
tion, set him up for the work that awaits him 
in the short session of Parliament that opens 
on Thursday. ä 

Ine papers are full of lists of the new Min- 
istry, wherein they have the ad vau of Mr. 
Gladstone, who has not yet drafted one. 
There will be time enough for that in the re- 
cess that will follow upon the defeat of the 
Ministry on the address. In the meantime no 
communications of any kind have taken place 
between the Premier designate and the gen- 
tlemen who may be regarded as certain to be 
invited to take office. All the lists put forth 
are necessarily pure conjectures based upon 
material open to any newspaper reader. 

Ministry and Its Program. 

When the time for action in this matter ar- 
rives, interest will be keenly excited in re- 
spect to Mr. Gladstone's dealing with some of 
the failures and fossils that still cumber the 
front opposition bench...

r. Gladstone will have the courage, or, 
rather, the hardness of heart to follow Lord 
Randolph’s example remains to be seen. 

While nothing hag yet been done in the 
way of arranging the personnel uf the new 
ministry, in important decision has been 
taken in respect to the arrangement of the 
ministerial program. A phrase introduced 
by Mr. Gladstone in one of his Midlothian 
speeches gave rise to the suspicion that, 
moved by the comparative smallness of his 
majority, he would be compelled to recon- 
sider his position and abandon the intention 
of putting home rule in the fore-front of 
legislative work. This opening was eagerly 
seized by the Ministerialists, who have boldly 
assumed that the inference is correct, and 
have amused themselves by 1 con- 
sternation that will fall on the Irish National- 
ists when they find themselves betrayed. 

I have the highest possible authority for 
stating that there is not now nor has there 
been the slightest shadow of foundation for 
this report. Mr. Gladstone’s attitude in re- 
spect to the relative position of the home 
rule question with others clamoring for a set- 
tlement was deliberately assumed, in his con- 
versation with the representatives of the work- 
inginen who waited upon him to endeavor to 
enlist him as a recruit for the eight-hour day 

ro nda. On grounds of public utility, 

uty, honor, and.character, he must, he then 
said, face the settlement of the great constitu- 
tional question which had been raised between 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

That constituted the first duty, and not on 
account of Ireland alone, but because without 
the settlement of that question it was quite 
impossible, as had been proved by the experi- 
ence of his whole life, for Parliament to do 
its duty to Great Britain and to make proper 
progress with British questions. I am,“ he 
emphatically declared, so bound in honor 
and character to the Irish question that I 
should really disgrace myself to the lowest 
point that the most unprincipled could possi- 
bly sink to if I were to e from the posi- 
tion to which lam bound by the struggie of 
the last few years. This declaration was 
made June 16. I am in a position to state that 
it as fully and accurately expresses his opin- 
ion and determination today as it did when it 
was spoken. 

What Will Follow Home Rule. 


But while home rule will come first there is 
neither reason nor intention why other meas- 
ures dear to the heart of the Liberal party 
should not be put forward and carried. In 
the general election just over, the Liberais 
were sorely hampered by the existing condi- 
tions of the electoral register and the possibili- 
ty of plural voting. Accordingto the pr2sent 
law it practically comes to puss that one man 
must be in residence for two years before he 
is qualified to vote, while another may by ju- 
dicious arrangement vote a dozen or twenty 
times in as many constituencies. Mr. Glad- 
stone, in one of his Midlothian speeches, 
cited a well authenticated case where, in 
a 5 general election a moneyed man had 
voted forty times. These conditions naturally 
and obviously operate to the disadvantage of 
the Liberal candidates dependent forthe most 
part upon the 3 of the masses. Mem- 
bers who suffe on this svore at the last elec- 
tion do not welcome the prospect of entering 
upon a fresh contest similarly handicapped. 

Some—notably Mr. Labouchere—insist that 
before home rule is tackled the ground shall 
be cleared of these incumbrances, so that 
when—as is regarded as. inevitable—a fresh 
contest is forced by the Lords by rejecting 
the Home-Rule bill the Liberals may enter 
on the battle with a light heart. Mr. Glad- 
stone will not listen to this, but he recognizes 
as clearly as any one the absolute necessity of 
putting the thi right before another gener- 
al election. Bills dealing with these ques- 
tions, with the establishment of parish councils, 
and possibly with the 7 of members, 
will be brought in at the latest opportunity in 
the session and will be proceeded with in the 
intervais of time necessarily left by the prog- 
ress of the Home-Rule bill through successive 


stages. . 
It is already perceived that the putting forth 
of such e program will be a matter of some 
embarrasament to Mr. Chamberlhin and his 
friends. They still declare that they are Lib- 
erals, even radicals, as loyal as they were in 
1885. Their only point of difference with the 
bulk of the Liberal party is in respect of home 
rule. But these measures do not directly 
touch home rule and are themselves essential- 
liberal. How can professed Liberals, even 
though anti-home rulers, stand against them? 
Where the Liberal Unionists Sta nd. 

Mr. Gladstone’s quick eye early discovered 
this dilemma and he made the opportunity at 
a roadside station on his way from Scotland 
to point it out.

It was given in 
settlement of acase in equity involving the 
rights of James Compton, who prosecuted a 
suit in Lucas County, O., for the payment of 
bonds, and obtained a judgment which, with 
interest, amounts to $339,920.40. The judg- 
ment was approved by the Supreme Court. 
The question before the United States Court 
was what position these bonds held with ref- 
erence to other mortgage indebtedness. 

Judge Gresham decides they were a valid lien 
on the Toledo and Wabash road at the time 
of its consolidation with the present Wabash 
system. Compton’s mortgage, therefore, has 
priority over mortgages issued by the Toledo, 
Wabash and Western road in 1867; also over 
the Wabash railway mortgages of 1879, and 
also over all mortgages issued by any suc- 
cessors to these corporations. This matter, 
Judge Gresham decides, the Supreme Court 
of Ohio conclusively adjudicated. . 

The Compton lien, bowever, is secondary to 
four mortgages, as follows: (1) lien given by 
the Toledo and Illinois company, in 1853, to 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company trus- 
tees, for $900,000; (2) by the Toledo and 
Wabash road, in 1858, to Edwin D. Morgan, 
trustee, for $1,000,000; (3) by the Lake 

Wabash and St. uis road, 
in 1853, to the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company for $2,500,000; and (4) 
by the Wabash and Western road, in 1858, 
to Edwin D. Morgan, trustee, for $1,500,000. 

It is decided that Compton is entitled to 
redeem the entire line of railway property,

The People’s Party Leaders Who Cried 

“Hold Your Wheat” When It Sold Above

The marketing of the creat ‘wheat crop of 
1891 may now be considered at an end, and 
with the iesue of the preliminary statement of 
wheat exports for June the material is at 
hand for closing up the account of an un- 
usual harvest. It appears that we have ex- 
ported during the last twelve months of wheat 
and flour as wheat, some 224,831,483 bushels, 
The crop was place?

art ment at 611. busnbels. Reckoning 

omestic consumption on the basis of a little 
above fourand a half bushels per capita, 
about 300,000,000 bushels have been dis 
of at home. Some 56,000,000 bushels were 
used as seed last fall and spring. This ac- 
counts for 580,831,000 bushels, leav some 
$1,000,000 bushels to be carried over, plus, of 
the amount carried over from the 
crop of 1890, which is generally estimated to 
have been at least 20,000,000 bushels. 

Thus from the crop, exceeding by nearly 
100,000,000 bushels any previous yield, we 
shall carry over a surplus of some 50,000,000 
bushels, and if the crop of 1891 actually ex- 
ceeded the estimates, as is commonly as- 
serted, the surplus is larger. Considering the 
extent of the yield, this should be counted a 
very remarkable clearmg up of supplies. 
That will appoar more clear by comparing 
the yields and exports of a few previous

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THE WATER-WORKS SYSTEM IS 
ONE OF THE GREATEST KNOWN. 


Successful Completion of the Gigantic En- 
gineering Feat~The Vyrnwy Valley and 
How It Is Reached—Review of the 
Principal Features of the Plan—Man- 
chester and Birmingham Have Similar 
Enterprises on Foot—Lakes Natural and 
Artificial. 

Loxpos, July 20.—The visit of royalty in 
the person of the Duke of Connaught to 
Liverpool this week marks the completion of 
one of the greatest engineermg undertakings 
which have ever been carried out by an En- 
glish municipality. The Thames Embank- 
ment, which was erected by the old Metro- 
politan Board of Works—the London govera- 
ing body which gave way to the County Coun- 
cil, established under the act of 1888—is the 
only work hitherto carried to a successful 
issue by a local governing authority which at 
all compares to the Vyrnwy water works 
just completed by the Liverpool City Coun- 
cil, and formally opened by the Duke of 
Connaught. The municipalities of Liverpool, 
Manchester, and Birmingham have ali been 
engaged forsome years past with gigantic 
schemes for supplying.their cities with water. 
Liverpool was the first toembark in this great 
undertaking, and its corporation settled upon 
the Vyrnwy Valley in Montgomeryshire, 
North Wales, for the source of its supply. 
Manchester then turned ite attention to the 
lake district of Westmoreland as the water- 
shed which could best be tapped for its use, 
and now Birmingham, like Liverpool, is going 
to Wales for its supply; and in the last session 
of Parliament a measure was carried empow- 
ering it to undertake the necessary works. The 
Birmingham scheme has therefore yet to be 
commenced, but the Liverpool and Manchester 
undertakings have been going on, as it were, 
side by side, and by the time that the Man- 
chester ship canal is finished Manchester’s 
great pipe line to the lake.country will also 
be completed, and one visit of royalty will 
serve to mark the formal opening of both the 
canal and the water works. 

As was the casein many of our English 
towns, the first supply of water to Liverpool 
was introduced by a stock company, and until 
1850 it was stillin the hands of these capital- 
its. As population of Live in- 
creased, it was soon found that the Rivington 
Pike supply would, before many years were 
over, become altogether inadequate, and for 
fifteen or twenty years before Liverpool went 
to Parliament in 1880 for powers to car 
the works which are now complete, the Water 
committee of its City Council had its eye on 
the Vyrnwy Valley as the locality of its 
future watersupply. Far-seemg Londoners 


» had also had the same valley in mind as the 


site of a future supply for the metropolis. 
London in those days, however, lacked an en- 
terprising local governing body. It was also 
shackled, as it is today, with the existing water 
monopolies, one at least of which dates back 
for two centuries, and has the greater part of 
the territory north of the Thames firmly with- 
in its grasp. Consequently, Liverpool easily 

ot ahead of London, and in 1880 obtained 

arliamentary powers enabling it at an 
outlay of £2,000,000 to buy up the Vyrnwy 
Valley. demolish the village in the center of 
it, dam up the stream which heretofore had 
been a tributary of the Severn, and pipe its 
accumulated waters a distance of seventy 
miles to Liverpool, where it not only supplies 
a population of nearly 1,000,000 but also half 
the shipping of England. 

The building of the huge am at the south- 
ernend of the Vyrnwy Valley was the most 
important engineering work in the whole un- 
dertaking. ature might have intended the 
Vyrnwy Valley for the purpose for which it 
has now been adopted. At the point where 
the dam is erec there are mountains at 
either side, which serve partly to landlock the 
valley, leaving from rock.to rock. a space of 
1,255 feet to be covered by the dam. The 
total height of the masonry is 158 feet. At 
the time of the Johnstown, Pa., disaster 
there was great uneasiness as to the strength 
of the Vyrnwy Dam. The most distin- 
guished experts were called in, their 
statements were thoroughly reassuring, ana 
no one now has the slightest misgiving in re- 
gard to its solidity and suitability for the 
purpose. The lake which was filling with 
water at the time reservoir on the Alle- 
gheny Mountains above Johnstown gave way 
covers a little over 1,100 acres. The roadway 
around it is eleven miles long, and as the lake 
has a storage capacity equal to 13,125,000,000 
gallons (over thirteen billions) it is easy to 
understand the nervousness which for a little 
while existed among the people living 
valley between the great dam and the junction 
of the Vyrnwy River and the Severn. 

Vyrnwy Lake is 825 feet above sea level. 
Prescot Reservoir, just above Liverpool, into 
which the water is discharged at the end of its 
seventy-inile pipe-line journey, is 270 feet 
above sea level; so that between the lake away 
in the Welsh mountains and the reservoir 
nearest to Liverpool there is a fall of nearly 
600 feet. The water comes duwn from Mont- 
gomeryshire in five flights. 

The pipe line had to be carried in a tunnel 
under the Mersey, at a place called Fiddler’s 
Ferry, and the tunnel had to be built through 
alternate layers of running sand, gravel, and 
silt. The whole length of the tunnel was oniy 
805 feet, but for three anda half years the 
slowest progress was made. The work ruined 
two contractors and led to the suicide of one 
of them, who, when the undertaking seemed 
hopeless, shot himself in his office at West- 
minsterx. On the works themselves there 
were many casualties and narrow escapes. 
At last itcame to this—that no contractor 
would touch the tunnel, and if the whole 
Vyrnwy scheme were not to be delayed indefi- 
nitely, the Liverpool Corporation would have 
to take in hand the tanneling on the bhome- 
stretch. This they did, when the head- 
ing had been pushed 184 feet out of the 
805 feet, and with the financial resources of 
the City of Liverpool at their back, and the 
determination to stand at no expense, they 
ultimately pushed the tunnel to the nca- 
shire shore and there joined the pipe line to 
the short length of it which lay between the 
Mersey and Prescot, There are three other 
tunels on the line, between Vyrnwy and the 
Norton water-tower—all at the Welsh end of 
the line. One is two and one-quarter miles 
long, and the other two about a mile each. 
They are seven feet high, by six feet wide, 
and their construction presented no serions 
difficu.ties. The dam at Vyrnwy and the Fid- 
dler's Ferry tunnel are thus the only pieces 
of engineering work in the undertaking. which 
are unique in this country; and the work in 
connection with them has aroused great inter- 
est in the engineering wor'd.

Tables such as are inquired for have been con- 
structed on the basis of New York prices, but they 
would hardly answer the question asked by the 
correspondent. They do not take into the ac- 
count the successive cheapenings in the cost of 
production and transportation, qwing to which 
nearly everything on the list ought to sell consid- 
erably lower now than thirty years ago if gold 
had been absolutely staple during the whole of 
that time. The introduction of farm machinery 
has vastly lessened the amount of human lebor 
needed to produce a stated quantity of grain, and 
rates for railway transporting it have been cut in 
two. The furnace will turn out four times as 
much pig-iron in a given number of hours, aad 
the cloth mills of the East have increased their 
producing capacity per. unit of labor in as great a 
ratio within the last half century. 

Gold cannot have experienced any considerable 
fluctuation since the war. The annual supply 
has been very steady, and any apparent fluctua- 
tion in its value must have been due to those of 
the commodities that are bought with and sold 
for it. When there is a great oversupply of cot- 
ton the commercial world lets it purchasing price 
drop. The same with wheat. We had a 
tremendous cereal crop last year, but there was 
also an extraordinary shortage in Europe. If the 
inventor brings forward a new machine for gin- 
ning or picking cotton, or for some important 
process in wheat cultivation, by which one man 
can achieve as much of an output as two could 
previously, the result is a downward movement in 
the value of the produce, as measured by gold coin, 
The selling values of both, and of other things, are 
determined ultimately by the cost of production, 
because if the price be so high as to give to the 
producer a greater profit than he could gain in 
other lines of industry there is soon an increased 
output by persons anxious to share in that great- 
er profit, and the price sinks under the augment- 
ed competition, The elemeat of transportation 
enters into the computation, because that cousti- 
tutes a part of the price that must be paid by the 
consumer. 

The selling value of anything fluctuates with 
the varying relation of supply to demand. When 
a commodity is scarce it is dear; when plentiful, 
cheap. Gold is no exception to this rule, but 
it has fluctuated far less than any other 
commodity, land not excepted. It holds 
steadiest in its general purchasing power, and 
fluctuates less even than human labor. But a 
general risé 
gold had lost in purchasing power, and there has 
been such a rise. In England it has averaged not 
far from 1 per cent per annum in the last fifty 
years, and in the same time wages in the United 
States have about doubled. A dollar of gold will 
net now buy as many hours of labor or as many 
square feet of land as it used todo. It is cheaper 
as compared with these important items of 
wealth. It will buy more iron, steel, copper, 
fuel. food, and clothing than formerly for the 
reason that men have learned to produce and 
transport these and other essentiais at a vastly 
less expenditure of labor than used to be re- 
quired. As a consequence labor produces in 
greater variety and abundance, and the worker, 
who is the great consumer, gets the benefit by be- 
ing able to buy his food, clothing, fuel, etc., for 
far less than his grandfather would have had to 
pay for the same quantity and quality, while he 
received more pay for his labor than did his an- 
cestor.

CONTINUED DRAIN OF GOLD SUR- 
PRISES THE FINANCIERS. 


In the Speculative Grain Markets Atten- 
tion Has Been Divided Between Wash- 
ington and the Growing Crops—Reports 
of Damage a Factor in Wheat and Corn 
Provisions Firmly Held by the Bull 
Clique—Some Foreign and Outside Mar- 
ket News. | 


The continued heavy outflow of gold is perhaps 
the most unsatisfactory feature of the week in 
business affairs. The sterling market is still a 
decided puzzle. Long before this time sterling 
exchange rates usually decline and not infre- 
quently the current of gold begins to set this way. 
This year, however, they keep up clear to the ex- 
porting point, and even now after a shipment of 
over $4,000,000 of gold Saturday the sterling 
market is still unchanged. There is really 
not much to worry over perhaps in this 
continued loss of gold, S0 far as immediate 
effect is concerned, at least, it counts for little. 
Our supply of currency is certainly ample: for all 
needs at present. The point in connection with 
the matter that might cause apprehension is 
when one looks beyond the immediate effect of 
this loss of gold and searches forthe cause that 
is bringitig about this exceptional condition. 
Many financiers believe that the movement of 
gold this year has been largely dominated by our 
national silver policy, and they look upon it as 
merely a forerunner of the still greater move- 
ment which would follow any freer use of silver. 
The business world is delighted just now over the 
near approaching adjournment of Congress. It 
is absolutely certain that we can have no silver 
legislation now. and it is as certain that affairs 
will not be interfered with by the passage of the 
Anti-Option bill. 

There have been more than enough favorable 
developments to offset any nervousness over the 
continued gold drain. The railroads show steady 
gains over the record of a year ago, and they are 
now beginning to compare with a period when 
earnings were large. They are looking forward 
also to a prospect of heavy crop yields and an- 
other year of large traffic. The unfavorable 
feature of the railroad situation is the threatened 
disruption of several associations. Affairs in the 
Western Passer ger Association have gone from 
bad to worse ducing the week. The Atchison has 
maintained its determination to cut the Denver 
round-trip rate to $12, and has been practically 
read out of the association. No progress has 
been made towards patching up the difficulties in 
the Western Traffic Association, and altogether 
there is more than a possibility of some costly de- 
moralization in rates, | 

The stock market has not furnished much of 
interest during the week, nearly all the attention 
being confined to thestreetrailways. They broke 
sharply at the opening of the week from combined 
influences. The weather was sufficient to melt 
the prices of almost any security. Then there 
were new developments regarding approaching 
elevated railroad competition, and added to that 
was an evident desire by some of the chief opera- 
tors in the market to shake out a few small spec- 
ulators who had been bidding™prices up with too 
little regard for the big operators wishes. The 
movement was entirely successful. Prices 
dropped about five points, and encountered some 
stop orders. They rallied quickly, however, and 
another illustration was given of how tightly the 
stock of these street railway companies is now 
held. Asimilar break in times past would have 


called out a 82 amount of floating stock, but 
in this case the transactions were limited.

THE BICYCLE SULKY EXPERIMENT. 


Origin of the Latest Vehicle on Trotting 
Tracks—It’s a Yankee Notion. 

The bicycle sulky being tried on the Grand Cir- 
cuit is the most important innovation the trot- 
ting track has seen in a decade. 

To Charles F. Clark, a well-known horseman, 
is due the credit of making the test of a wheel 
which bids fair to supplant the regulation high 
wheel. Thisisan adaptation of the pneumatic 
tire, with a wheel of much smaller diameter than 
the one now used for the trotters and pacers. Mr. 
Clark has a farm near Sudbury, Mass., where he 
keeps some well-bred trotters, such as the brown 
stallion Roland, record 2:38, a descendant of 
Mambrino Chief, and Guy Kohl, a son of Guy 
Wilkes and Mamie Kohl, by Steinway. Here 
is also a thalf mile track used for training, 
and on it the “bicycle sulky.” as it is popu- 
larly known, was first tried. A sulky was 
taken, the large wheels removed, and a bicycie 
company fitted a pair twenty-eight inches in di- 
ameter with the pneumatic tire, making them as 
stiff as possible with iron braces. Mr. Clark re- 
membered that C. E. Mosher, a veteran turfman, 
who brought out Onawa and other successful 
campaigners, always had his sulky wheels lower 
than anybody else and generally closer together. | 
His reason for this was that going round the turns, 
especially on a half-mile track. his horse could 
step more easily than in the higher and wider 
vehicle. The new contrivance was sent to Fal-

Mr. Clark himself thinks a modest estimate on 
the gain of speed would be five seconds on a half- 
mile track and two seconds on a full-length 
course. The trotter or pacer can keep up the 
same rate of 2584 on the turns as on the 
stretches without an additional tax on the 
strength or danger of accident. The driver will 
not have to lean to the inside to maintain a bal- 
ance, but can sit still and attend strictly to the. 
movements of the horse. This, in itself, will be a 
great boon to the professional reinsman, but an- 
other which seems sure to follow the use of the 
pneumatic tire may be even more valuable. This 
is that theconstant jar, or jolting, which increases 
as the clip becomes more ra id, is largely done 
away with by the use of this alr-expanded rubber 
instead of the less elastic steel. Even on the 
roughest tracks the bicycle sulky rolls smoothly 
along, and the trainer must certainly be able to 
go more miles and thus last 1 than be has 
hitherto done.
